Washington, June 29.—The senators 
talked about trusts Monday. It wps 
incidental to the debate on the tariff 
bill. 
The announcement was made 
that an anti-trust amendment would be 
reported to the senate. 
The Republican members of the com­ 
mittee on judiciary meet today to con­ 
sider the various forms presented. 
There are a dozen anti-trust amend­ 
ments in print, and others have been 
suggested. 
The judiciary committee 
is striving to secure a form that would 
be acceptable to all Republican sena­ 
tors and that will also stand the test 
of the courts. 
In the debate Mr. Vest reviewed the 
legislation on leather and hides and 
presented a letter written by James G. 
Blaine to Mr. McKinley when the Mc­ 
Kinley bill was being framed, protest­ 
ing against a duty on hides as a slap 
in the face of the South Americans, 
and as likely to legislate the Republic­ 
an party out of power.
